PLANS CONFERENCES 


Morgan’s Visit Suggests New 
Attitude; Chicagoans to 
Be Received, 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D. C., July 2.—[ Special. 1— 


President Wilson has decided to take the lead- 
ing business men of the country into his con- 
fidence in the framing of anfi-trust legisla- 
tion. 

This is the interpretation Washington 
places upon a mysterious conference the pres- 
ident had today with J. Pierpont Morgan, 
heir presumptive to his late father's ruler- 
Ship of the money trust, and upon the an- 
nounced forthcoming visits to the White 
House of Henry Ford, the automobile manu- 
facturer, and representatives of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce. 


Asks Leniency for New Haven? 

According to a report in circulation tonight, 
Mr. Morgan’s primary purpose in seeking an 
interview with the president was to plead for 
a more lenient attitude on the part of the 
administration in requiring the reorganiza- 
tion of the New Haven railroad. 

Although denying that he had discussed 
trust legislation or business conditions with 
Mr. Morgan, the president @dmitted: that 
these matters are to be the subject’of the con- 
ference with Mr. Ford and the Chicagé mor- 
chants and manufacturers, 

That other prominent men from various 
parts of the country will be received by the 
president before the anti-trust measures 
pencing in the senate assume their final shape 
also was admitted at the White House. 


Business Men’s Influence Felt. 

As a result of the calamity howling evoked 
from business men by the administration pro- 
gram of anti-trust legislation the president, 
it is believed, has concluded that he cannot 
wholly allay the fears of the commercial 
world by assurances that the financial de- 
pression is only psychological.“ 

So President Wilson is going to learn the 
views of the business men themselves upon 
business legislation and give them a hand in 
shaping the legislation, as was done finally 
in the case of the currency bill. 

The Glass-Owen reserve bank measure en- 
countered hard sledding in congress until the 
administration consented to adopt more than 
a score of important amendments proposed 
by the National Chamber of Commerce with 
a view to making the operation of the new 
banking system more practicable. Then 
business opposition meited away.

MURDER SCENE? 


Patients Say They Heard 
Woman on Porch Before Shot 
Came Through Window. 


DENY DOCTOR’S STORY. 


Freeport, L. I., July 2—[Special.]—The ve- 
racity of Dr. Edward Carman, in whose 
office Mrs. Louise Bailey of Hempstead was 
mysteriously shot and killed on Tuesday 
evening, and of the physician's wife was 
brought into question today in further inves- 
tigation of the murder, | 

Several startling features of the case be- 
came public through the work of the authori- 
tles. These will be developed further at the 
inquest tomorrow. 

The authorities learned that there were 
two women and two men in the ante-room of 
the doctor’s office when the shot was fired 
through the window. One of these men, 
George Golden, says that a woman mémber 
of the doctor’s household, whom he thought 
tc be Mrs. Carman, was fully dressed in white 
and was in the front of the house, presum- 
ably on the porch, ten minutes before the 
murder. 


Mrs. Carman’s Story Contradicted.

ADMITS HE THREW > 


BOMB IN AUSTRIA 


Suspect Says He and Man Who 
Fired Fatal Shots Had 
Four Accomplices. 


RITES AT VIENNA TODAY. 


Bodies of Ferdinand and Duchess 
Taken to Court Chapel 
at Hofburg. 


VIENNA, July 2.—Nedeljo Gabrinovics, 
who threw a bomb at Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand and his wife while they were pro- 
cecding to the Sarayevo town hall last Sun- 
day, today made a complete confession, ac- 
cording to dispatches received from Sara- 
yevo. 

To obtain bombs he and Gavrio Prinzip, 
who tired the fatal*shots, applied to Maj. 
Milan Pribitchevitch, secretary of a Pan- 
Servian; union and formerly an officer in the 
Austrian army, who had joined the Servians. 
Through him, Gabrinovics says, bombs and 
Wolvers were obtained from the Servian 
arsenal at Kraguyevatz. 


Finds Four Accomplices. 

Gabrinovics found four other bomb throw- 
ers, and it was agreed that when the arch- 
duke was seen approaching each should hold 
a bomb in his right hand and a bottle of poli- 
son in his left hand, and that he should drink 
the poison after throwing the bomb. 

Prinzip today broke down under examina- 
tion and exclaimed: 

I now regret my crime, for my comrades 
deserted me in a shameful manner. They 
should have thrown the bombs, but the cow- 
ardly scoundrels did not. Consequently I re- 
venge myself on them by betraying them. 
Leave me alone until tomorrow and I will 
give more details. 

One of the accomplices, a studem named 
Grabes, has been arrested. 


Bodies Taken to Vienna. 

The bodies of the murdered Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand and his wife, the Duchess 
of Hohenberg, arrived at the Southern rail- 
way station here at 10 o'clock tonight on 
board a special train from Trieste. Prince 
Montenuovo, the court chamberlain, and 
other high officials were in waiting: 

Escorted by halberdiers and life guardsmen 
the coffins were carried to the imperial wait- 
ing room, which had been converted into 3 
temporary chapel, where they were blessed 
wath ed chaplains. They were then carried 
0 nd placed in two great black court 
hearses. 


Led by Cavalry Guard. 

The funeral procession, which meantime 
had formed outside, started for the Hofburg. 
Two outriders, carrying lighted lanterns, led 
the cortége. They were followed by an ad- 
vance guard of cavalry. A special guard of 
twelve halberdiers and twelve mounted life 
guardsmen, with drawn swords, followed the 
hearses and two carriages with the suites 
of the archduke and the duchess completed 
the cortége. 

No troops were stationed along the route, 


but the procession made its way between the 


lines of a moving military guard. 

At the Hofburg after a short ceremony the 
chamberlain of the late apchduke handed the 
keys of the coffins to Prince Montenuovo, the 
chapel was locked, and all departed. 

The Hofburg chapel is very small, accom- 
modating not more than 200 persons, and will 
prove utterly inadequate for such a cere- 


mony as that of tomorrow. 


Anti-Serb Riots Continue. 

The anti-Servian agitation, which is becom- 
ing an exceedingly dangerous symptom, 
shows no aign of abating. Even while the 
funeral cortége was on its way to the Hof- 
burg hundreds of excited students were en- 
gaged in a desperate struggle with the police 
to reach the Servian legation, within three 
blocks of the procession. 


KAISER WON’T ATTEND FUNERAL 

POTSDAM, Germany, July 2.—Emperor 
William today suddenly abandoned his in- 
tended trip to Vienna to attend the funeral 
of the late Archduke Francis Ferdinand. It 
was announced that he was suffering froma 
severe cold attended with symptoms of lum- 
bago. In court circles here it is said that the 
emperor's illness is of the slightest charac- 
ter and need not have prevented his trip to 
Vienna. The abandonment was dictated, it 
was said, by his majesty’s wish to spare the 
aged Emperor Francis Joseph the trouble 
and agitation of entertaining. 


GLEASON CALLS NEW POLICE 
HOLIDAY PLAN CRIME LURE. 


‘ Chief Opposes Proposed Two Days Off 


. 


a Month with Present Force as an 
Invitation to Loot. 


Chief of Police Gleason yesterday voiced 
his opposition to the proposed ordinance 
granting policemen two holidays each month. 
In a communication to Ald. Joseph Ryan, 
chairman of the committee on schools, fire, 
police, and civil service, the chief declared 
that if the proposed measure is passed only 
80 per cent of the entire force will be left on 
patrol duty. 

He said the ordinance would make a bur- 
lesque of police protection " and serve as a 
proclamation to burglars, thieves, and thugs 
to loot the city at their will, 

According to Chief Gleason there are at 
present only 50 per cent of the 3,407 policemen 
on post duty owing to the large number as- 
signed to special details. 

He pointed out that the new ordinance 
would deduct 288 more men from post duty. 

The chief recommends that the council wait 
until larger appropriations increase the num- 
per of policemen before it passes a measure 
o this kind. He shows Chicago to be more 
liberal than many cities in the matter of va- 
cations.

Mrs. Alice Shanahan, police matfon of the 
Stockyards station, surprised two youthful 
bandits in the act of robbing another boy in 
an alley near West Sixty-third and South 
Lafiin strete yesterday and chased them 
for several blocks before she gave up the 
pursuit.

CURTISS TRIES OUT PONTOONS 


Employs Device He Used Recently in 
Flying “Langley’s Folly.”

New York, July 2,—[Special.]—My holiday 
in New York has been cheered by excellent 
news telephoned tonight by Mr. Curtiss at 
Hammondsport. The Rodman Wanamaker 
transatiantic flying boat America again 
demonstrated its splendid qualities by get- 
ting off the surface of Lake Keuka with a 
load computed by Mr. Curtiss at 2,107 pounds.

Mr. Curtiss and I had agreed to try another 
experiment to help determine the effect of 
increasing still further the Ameri¢a’s hydro- 
planing surface. 

This was to attach under the wings the 
pair of pontoons made by Mr. Curtiss for 
launching the Langley aeroplane for its re- 
cent experiments. I deferred announcing 
this plan because I did not wish to raise any 
unwarranted expectations, Needless to say 
Iam pleased by the result, as it demonstrates 
again what I have said before, that the 
America is a wonderful machine in the air. 


Makes Speed Despite Weight. 
speed at which the America flew to- 
day under this heavy load is very gratify- 
ing, especially in view of the fact that the 
propellers were making only 1,150 revolutions 
per minute. Mr. Curtiss tells me that 
„ Doc” -Wildman, the flying professor, in 
the speedy Curtiss boat of the standard type, 
was unable to keep pace with the America.

during the committee stage. 

The Duke of Abercorn, speaking today as 


an Ulster voluriteer, said he looked upon the 


bill as the only loophole for the avoidance of 
an awful calamity. 

The Marquis of Londonderry, chairman of 
the Ulster Unionist council, said the bill was 
a horrible one, but he would support it In 
order to avoid civil war. 


Wants Amendment Dropped. 

The Marquis of Salisbury announced he 
would support the amending bill for the same 
reason, much as he disliked it. He expressed 
the hope that Lord Willoughby de Broke 
could be induced, in the interest of a settle- 
ment, to drop his amendment for the rejec- 
tion of the bill, 

The Earl of Halsbury, once the most fr- 
reconcilable of the dle hards,”’ hoped so too, 
for nothing could be more urgent, he said, 
than the necessity of making some sacri- 
fices in order to avert civil war.

Fuses Are Fired by Sparks. 

The wagon jolted across Park avenue and 
the cigaret ash dropped with a shower of 
sparks.

Chicago Will Have No Contest 
Under Local Option Aet 
Until Spring, 1916.

By Vote of Anti-Saloon Delegates 
Issue Is Out of Mayor- 
alty Contest. 


Chicago will have no “ wet or dry" elec- 
tion under the local option act before the 
spring election of 1010, and not then unless a 
campaign fund of $25,000 shall have deen

|The vote was overwhelmingly in favor of the 


proposition as stated. 


No Factor in Mayor Fight. 


By the acticn of the campaign committee, 


the wet and dry issue is eliminated 
| directiy as a factor in the mayoralty cam- 
| paign of 1915, which will be in full swing as 
soon as the November county, congressional, 


and legislative elections are out of the way. 

Leaders of the Anti-Saloon league of IIli- 
nois had a conspicuous part in the develap- 
ments which led up to the committee's action. 
F. Scott McBride, state superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon league, presided as the tem- 
porary chairman. The policy of the league 
in the state is to convert what is left of 
wet territory downstate into arnti-saloon

territory and meantime to push the fight in 
the legislature at Springfield for a county 
option act, in place of present township and 
municipal option. 


Fall Short on Signatures. 

A strong minority of the saloon opponents, 
chiefly trom the ranks of the Prohibition 
party, has favored the submission of the 
wet and dry issue in Chicage at the 
earliest opportunity. Last spring this ele- 
ment circulated a petition and got the sig- 
natures of about 40,000 voters when 75,000 
were needed, in the face of the opposition 
of the organizations which were represented 
in the committee meeting. 

Failure to obtain the necessary number of 
signatures wae followed by the announce- 
ment from the petition’s chief backers that 
the fight would be reopened in time to make 
local option the decisive issue of the 1915 
mayoralty contest. 


HOLD 4 BOYS AS MURDERERS 
WHO KILLED MAN “FOR FUN.” 


One Youth Confesses They Got Drunk 
on Beer, Got Gun, and Started Out 
to Slay. 


Four boys passed a bucket of beer around 
‘in an alley near North Winchester and Ar- 
Pmltage avenues last Sunday night. When 
the beer had been drunk one of them sug- 
gested that they round out the evening’s 


The youngest of the quartet, a 17 year old 
boy, went home and got a revolver, 

John Polzin, of 1026 North Winchester 
avenue, passed the alley. The boy with 
the revolver stepped into the street and fired 
three shots at his back. He died yesterday 
at St. Elizabeth's hospital, 

The boys were held to the grand jury on 
charges of murder. They are:

Edward Rahn, 22 years old, his brother.

Minority Finding Deelares 
Charges Are Merely Hoyne Ef- 
fort to Discredit Hospital. 


Opposing factions on the county board 
fought out the Oak Forest cruelty charges 
yesterday with opposing reports. 

The Bartzen-Burg majority succeeded in 
tabling the report presented by Commis- 
sioner Coonley upholding the administration 
in charge at the county institution, The ma- 
jority. report was referred to a committee of 
the whole, and the entire board will go to 
Oak Forest at the call of the Oak Forest 
committee, and go over the findings and 
charges of the committee submitting the 
report. 

The minority report made by Commission- 
ers Coonley, Moriarty, Gard, Anderson, and 
Mitchell. 


; Reasons for Minority) Report. 
It was submitted for the following reasons, 
according to the report: | 

“First, certain members of this board, stim- 
ulated and assisted by the state’s attorney's 
office, which should be engaged in other and 
worthier activities, have been instrumental 
in giving to the press statements calculated 
to discredit the county infirmary. 

Second, these members have subsequent- 
ly refused to furnish their fellow members 
on this board with facts on which these 
charges were based, 

Third, they have refused to allow those 
members of the board whom they cannot 
control to take part in the investigation, 
so-called, which they are conducting.“ 
Since the two members most active in 
this matter have previously made strenuous 
attempts to bring discredit upon the county 
hospital, we are forced to the conclusion that 
they are trying to do the same with —ak 
Worest and are unwilling that their report 
should be open and above board and should 
fairly represent the facts.“ 

The report states that the charges of cruel- 
ty are unfounded and that most of the trou- 
ble is between inmates. It asserts that the 
food is better than it was at Dunning, and 
that since the correction of some faults, the 
inmates seem to be satisfied with it 


Fertile Field for Kicks,

finders and that the idle are the most criti- 
cal and unreasonable of mortals.

MYSTERY DENIED IN DEATH 
OF NURSE AT HOSPITAL. 


Report of Attack by Strange Man at 
Englewood Institution Refuted by 
Physician on Staff. 


THE TRIBUNE received an anonymous tele- 
phone tip last night that Miss Isabell Bayne, 
a nurse at the Englewood hospital, died un- 
der mysterious circumstances in the nurses’ 
home last Tuesday. It was stated she was 
frightened by a strange man on the porch 
Sunday night, and the suggestion was made 
that the man might have smothered the 
nuree. 

Dr. Joseph Reese of the hospital staff, and 
physician to the girl's family, said: 

“There is absolutely nothing mysterious 
about the girl’s death. She had an affliction 
and died in convulsions. She was on duty 
until 1:30 p. m. and then went to the nurses' 
headquarters to spend her two hours off 
duty in bed. I had been her physician since 
infancy. She had the habit of sleeping on 
her face, and her convulsive attacks always 
came on while she slept. It's hard to tell 
whether she died from heart failure or if she 
‘smothered, but she was not attacked. It's 
true that a masher was on the front porch 
last Sunday night. She slipped out a side 
door and notified Miss Emelia T. Dhhigren, 
‘superintendent of the hospital, and when the 
two went back together the fellow had gone. 
The coroner's office deemed an inquest un- 

necessary. :

Rosehill Again.. 


The state's attorney’s office also devoted 
some time yesterday to the Rosehill ceme- 
tery company. The use of the trust fund for 
the perpetual care of lots was brought to 
public attention by THE TRIBUNE several 
months ago. At that time THe TRIBUNE 
pointed out that the trustees of the ceme- 
tery were required to make certain reports 
to the county judge, which could not be 
found. 

Since the Munday-Lorimer bank failure a 
receivership suit has been filed against the 
cemetery company, which has been on hear- 
ing in Judge Foell’s court. In that hearing 
it has been charged that the Munday crowd 
in the cemetery company substituted se- 
curities worth about $40,000 for good secur- 
ities worth $800,000. 

I have received complaints in this mat- 
ter,“ said Mr. Hoyne yesterday. I ö intend 
to take the matter up with Judge Owens at 
the first opportunity I have. I don’t know 
that anything is wrong, but the complaints 
will be investigated. The statute places the 
duty on the state’s attorney to start suit if

Extends Scope of Search. 


District Attorney Wilkerson extended the 
scope of his search into the records of the 
La Salle Street bank. His original plan was 
to limit the inquiry to the liquidation of 
the bank when it held,.a national charter. 
In order to determine positively whether 
fraud was practiced in the change from a 
national to a state bank the federal spotlight 
will have to be turned on the records of the 
State bank. 

He will offer to State’s Attorney Maclay 


Hoyne today any evidence of value for prose- 


cution in the state courts which his investi- 
gators may find. 


Cash Reserve Low. 


A financial statement of the condition of the 
bank at the time it was liquidated in No- 
vember, 1912, was drawn up by Mr. Kadish 
during the day. Among the disclosures was 
that fact that instead of the 25 per cent cash 
reserve required by law to insure the pay- 
ment of the bank’s liabilities there was but 8 
per cent of cash on hand. At the time of 
liquidation the bank records showed indi- 
vidual deposits of $1,850,000, savings deposits 
of $100,000, and postal savings deposits of 
$60,000. To meet quick. liabilities of nearly 
$3,000,000 the bank had but $232,000 of cash 
in its vaults. 

E. J. Potts, vice president of the defunce 
Ashland Twelfth State bank, appeared at 
the state's attorney's office. He was ques- 
tioned by Assistant States Attorneys 
Charles C. Case and George C. Bliss. It 
is said Mr. Potts admitted he had borrowed 
27,000 from the La Salle Street bank, which 
was used as part of the capital stock of the 
Ashland Twelfth bank. As security for the 
loan, it is said, he gave the stock in the 
bank which was then being organized. He 
was former credit manager for the La Salle 
Street bank. 


ASKS $200,000 OF WILSON 
FOR SALEM FIRE VICTIMS. 


Gov. Walsh Also Wires Pleas to Gov- 
ernors and Mayors of Nation—Says 
$1,000,000 Is Needed. 


Boston, Mass., July 2.—Gov. Walsh tele- 
graphed to President Wilson today asking 
that the national government appropriate 
$200,000 for the assistance of the Salem fire 
sufferers. 

He also sent messages to the governor of 
each state and the mayors of dll large cities 
in the country urging the need of funds. He 
said that $1,000,000 would be required to meet 
the emergency. 

The request for federal aid was made after 
an opinion had been given by Atorney Gen- 
eral Boynton that the state constitution 
would not allow the legislature legally to 
make an appropriation of state money fora 
city’s relief.

New Attitude; Chicagoans

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resentative of “big business had called 
to acquaint the president with much more 
alarming business conditions than hitherto 
have been revealed, that he appealed to the 
president to abate the agitation over the 
New Haven railroad scandal, and that he 
was interested in ascertaining the exact ex- 
tent of the reputed ascendancy of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. in the councils of the administra- 
tion. All of these reports, however, were 
emphatically denied at the White House. 

Although the president characterized Mr. 
Morgan's visit as a simple call of courtesy 
it transpired that the meeting had been ar- 
ranged in advance at the request of the New 
York financier. If it was nothing more than 
a call of courtesy Mr. Morgan, it is evident, 
took the precaution to ascertain whether he 
would be received. 


Morgan’s Visit Not Announced. 

The appearance of Mr. Morgan at the White 
House was a surprise to every one save the 
president and his secretaries. He was ush- 
ered somewhat precipitately inte the execu- 
tive office and talked for more than an hour 
with the president. 

Mr. Morgan ran the gantlet of a rapid 
fire of questions as he emerged from the 
White House. 

“My visit with the president was very 
cordial. You will have to ask him what we 
talked about,“ was his response to all ques- 


tens from the newspaper men. 


Later.a persistent questioner pressed Mr. 
Morgen a little closer. 

Mr. Morgan,” said he, haß the presi- 
deht sent for you and the other business men 
of the country, or are the business men com- 
ing here to talk to him?” 

Ppn't you think we ought to? Mr. Mor- 
gan rejoined, with a suspicion of emphasis. 


Wilson Explains Morgan’s Call, 

When the correspondents were received by 
the president the first question asked wat 
concerning the Morgan call. Mr. Wilson said 
that jt was merely a call of courtesy, that 
he had known Mr. Morgan a number of 
years and that they talked chiefly of common 
friends and of previous meetings. If the 
visit was somewhat protracted it was be- 
cause of his own provocation, the president 
said. : 

At another time the president said his con- 
versation with Mr. Morgan was just a gen- 
eral talk about things that are transpiring, 
but that it did not touch upon business con- 
ditions and Mr. Morgan did not mention the 
Claflin failure or any other aspect of the 
business situation. 

Asked whether the Morgan visit was the 
forerunner of a series of conferences with 
prominent financiers the president said there 
was no plan about it, Mr. Ford and the Chi- 
cago merchants being the only others on the 
schedule at present. ' 


Morgan Sees Capital Sights. 

After his talk with the president Mr. Mor- 
gan spent the rest of the afternoon about 
the capitol. He strolled through statuary 
hall, and then went to the senate gallery. 

A taciturn dvorkeeper barred the way to 
the private gallery used by guests of sena- 
tors. 

“Got a ticket to get in here?“ demanded 
the sentry. 

No, but I am acquainted with Senator 
Root,“ ventured Mr. Morgan. 

“Can't help that, responded the guardian 
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ot the door with an air ot finality, “* go around 


to that other gallery where they let anybody 
in without a ticket.” 

After listening for an hour to Senator Cum- 
mins’ speech on the administration's trade 
commission bill, Mr. Morgan went to the rail- 
way station some time before the hour of his 
departure, took a chair in one of the public, 
cars, and started back to New York.

BOOM VS. GLOOM IN SENATE. 

Washington, D. C., July 2.—[Speclal. 
There was another prosperity debate in the 
senate today. Democratic senators are dis- 
covering as the fall campaign approaches 
that business conditions are getting better 
and that the country is entering upon a pe- 
riod ot tremendous commercial activity with 
attendant financial returns. 

Republican senators, on the contrary, see 
nothing ahead but trouble the nearer they 
approach the biennial campaign, which in- 
volves so much of political import to them. 

Democratic senators today made response 
to the so-called “ calamity howlers,.’’ They 
declared that business conditions in the 
United States at the present time are better 
than they are anywhere else in the world. 
Reports from various sections of the country 
were quoted to prove these assertions. 


Here’s Evidence of “Boom.” 


The fact was noted that a new tube plant 
had been established at McKeesport, Pa. 
and that the @nger Sewing Machine com- 
pany, which has theretofore taken a vaca- 
tion for two or three weeks every summer, 
closing down its plant in New Jersey, would 
limit the vacation this year to one week, due 
to the press of business. 

Senator Simmons, chairman of the finarice 
committee, and joint author with Represen- 
tative Underwood of the new tariff law, 
caused tu be read a letter from Secretary 
McAdoo congratulating him on the success- 
ful results that have flowed from the new 
tariff act. 

Senator Gallinger, leader of the Republic- 
ans, expressed a feeling of gratification 
which was not reflected in his countenance, 
after the reading had been concluded. He 
said that he was glad to know that the figures 
were so satisfactory. 


Gallinger Cites Some Gloom. 


“ Whether it be so or not, it is a fact that 
the industrial conditions ot this country are 
in a very unsatisfactory condition,” said Mr. 
Gallinger with great positiveness. 

Senator Hollis, Democratic colleague of Mr. 
Gallinger, appeared to be impatient at this 
recital, and told the senate that in‘the part 
of New Hampshire where he lived men can- 
not be hired to labor even at reasonable 
wages. 

Senator Martine of New Jersey made a 
contribution to the debate by observing that 
business conditions in the mercantile and 
manufacturing world were unsatisfactory 
throughout the entire world. 

Discussing the suspension of the H. B. Claf- 
lin company, Senator Martine said: 

This company became inoculated with the 
microbe of avarice and lived the life of a 
debauchee. Whatever trouble there is with 
general business conditions now may be ex- 
plained by the fact that in a commercial way 
we have lived the life of a debauchee, and 
we are now reaping the headache.”

U. S. Minister to Greece Flails 
Prince William. 


ASKS EUROPE TO INTERVENE 


Backs Up Recent Statement Which 
Stirred Up Comment. 


ATHENS, July 2.—George Fred Williams, 
the American minister to Greece, who re- 
cently made public a report of his investi- 
gations in Albania in which he denounced 
the international commission of control and 
declared that the present regime in Albania 
was impracticable, issued a new statement 
tonight, justifying his former statement and 
emphasizing the danger menacing Epirus 
through the rapid advance of the Albanian 
rebels. 

Mr. Williams says: 

*“‘ Although my first statement is criticized 
as throwing too great a responsibility on 
Prince William of Wied, I contend that the 
following statement, on which the accuéa- 
tions were based, cannot be denied by Prince 
William. 


Calls Prince William Weak. 

Col. Thomson [the Dutch commander of 
the gendarmerie, who was killed in an in- 
surgent attack on Durazzo], appointed by 
Prince William commissary general at Argy- 
rocastro and Koritza, arranged with Zogra- 
phos conditions of conciliation. Prince WII- 
liam of Wied directed the political affairs 
of Albania without regard to the interna- 
tional’. commission. On Col. Thomson's re- 
turn, the Albanian ministry rejected the 
terms he had arranged, and Hissad Pasha 
demanded 25,000 men for the purpose of un- 
dertaking the campaign against the Epi- 
rotes. Col. Thomson opposed this, arguing 
that such a campaign would mean bloodshed. 

‘“ Eseed Pacha’s plan was dropped, but the 
prince recalled Col. Thomson, thus dismis- 
sing the only pacific man. Prince William 
of Wied is a weak character and the powers 
who nominated him must be held reeponsibie 
for his actions. He is responsible for his min- 
isters, who have acted merely to safeguard 
their own estates, inetead of in the interes 
of the population.” f 


“Europe Should Intervene.” 

Mr. Williams adds that in the face of a 
serious situation—Aviona menaced from the 
‘north by the Mussulman insurgents and from 
the south by the Epirotes—he counseled the 
leading men of that region to arrange an 
understanding with Zographos and proclaim 
their independence, which he says would 
have been realised except that the arrival of 
the Austrian warships and a German delegate 
to the international commission stopped the 
negotiations. 

He emphasizes the danger of the situation 
created by the parallel advance of Epirotes 
and Mussulmans and fears that the powers 
will not be able to prevent the outbreak of a 
religious war. He contends that it is Fu- 
rope’s duty to dispatch troops to defend 
Epirus and repeats his assertion that “ Al- 
bania is fitted for self government if it can 
be digembarrassed of criminal foreign in- 
fluences at work in Lurazzo.”’

He Alone Is Responsible for 
Blackmail to Colombia, 
New Charge Made. 


ASSAILS MEXICAN POLICY. 


Roosevelt Declares Democrats 
Stand to Forfeit All Rights 


to Respect. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., July 2,—[{Special.}— 
Dismissing in a few words the charges made 
by James T. DuBois, formerly minister to 
Colombia, regarding the part played by the 
‘United States in the Panama revolution, Col. 
Roosevelt tonight launched into an attack 
on the Wilson administration and the pro- 
posal in the new treaty to pay Colombia 
$25,000.000 indemnity. He also took ea fling 
at the administration's Mexican policy. 


Colonel Issues a Statement, 
In a statement issued at Sagamore Hill the 


colonel said: 

I have nothing to say about Mr. DuBois. 
He was merely an instrument. Mr. Wilson 
is responsible for the proposed payment of 
the blackmail to Colombia. ‘Whether he 
does it on hig own initiative or on the insti- 
gation of Mr. Bryan is unimportant, and it 
is of infinitety less importance what particu- 
lar subordinate was chosen to carry through 
the discreditable transaction or to apologize 
for it in the public press. 

* Neither Mr. Wilson nor Mr. Bryan can 
answer my statement. The payment, if 
made, will be a naked payment of belated 
blackmail and the mere proposal to make it 
is an outrage on the honor and a blow to the 
interests of the American people, There is 
small wonder that hundreds of Americans 
in Mexico have been endeavoring to become 
British, German, or French subjects in order 
to get some protection from some govern- 
ment. 


“Forfeits All Rights to Respect.” 

An administration that will conclude such 
a treaty as this treaty for the payment of 
blackmall to Colombia has forfeited all right 
to the respect of the people of the United 
States.” : 

Col. Roosevelt had not read the DuBois 
statement until the morning newspapers 
were shown to him late in the day by his 
secretary. He at once dictated his state- 
ment, but entirely ignored the accusations 
made by the Taft minister to Bogota.

The slate the prominent professional Re-

different. The obvious thing was to capi- 
talize the work of Mr. Northup, the deter- 
mined and energetic special state’s attorney 
in charge of the vote fraud prosecution. He 
is made a candidate for county judge. That 
is good. His work in investigating fraud 
equips him to fill the office in which wisdom 
and courage may prevent fraud. — 

Otherwise there are good spots and bad 
spots in the slate, There also is, notice 
ably, a lack of freshness. In our local Re- 
publican affairs political preference is re- 
garded as a sort of vested right. When a 
man once has been a candidate, favored by 
the political leaders, he continues to be a 
candidate, regardless of fortune, good or 
bad, until he is gathered to his fathers. 

For one office or another he is put for- 
ward. An office seeking caste is established. 
For the majority of the Republican candi- 
dates it may be said, in brief, that they are 
veterans, some good, some bad, some indif- 
ferent. The bad may not be so very bad; 
some of the good are very good and some 


of the indifferent are most indifferent. 


As to which is which—more later. Mean- 
while it may be said that if the other slates 
and the respective tickets following offer 
as many good candidates, citizens will have 
a. chance to exercise intelligent selection 
and, if they will, put good men in office. 


NO TIME TO WASTE MONEY. 

Is this the time to pour money into 
backwoods torrents, into commerce for- 
gotten canals, into visionary projects of 
impossible waterways, where only the 
ghost of traffic will ever float? 

Both the fiscal condition of the gov-. 
ernment and the financial condition of 
the nation demand that the waste on 
public improvements, so called, be checked. 
This is the time to stop it, not next year, 
nor next generation. IIlinois and the mid- 
dle west should be in the forefront of 
this fight for economy, honesty, and fair 
play.

WHAT’S THE TEST? 

When does a revolution become and when 
does it cease to be a nuisance? When is 
the policeman to step in to keep the peace, 
and when is he to take the other way around 
the block? When does & struggle for lib- 
erty become destruction of American prop- 
erty? How do President Wilson and Mr. 
Bryan classify the revolutionary efforts of 
their Caribbean brethren, and how do they 
know when to smile and when to frown’? 

Santo Domingo rapidly, develops “ intol- 
erable” conditions and an American gun- 
boat with a few shots spanks the batteries 
of President Bordas and there is peace in 
Puerta Plata, In Santo Domingo we recog- 
nize our manifest destiny and take charge 
of affairs. The war bothers us, and it must 
be stopped, but by what measure or test 
does Mr. Bryan decide, or Mr. Wilson, if 
the decision rest with him, when a war is 
a good war and when it is a bad one, and 
when a revolution is a blow for freedom and 
when it is a nuisance? 


A CONTRAST. 

The new psychopathic hospital was built 
in a shorter time and at a lower expense to 
the public than any other institution in 
Cook county. In the building of no institu- 
tion have spoils polities and crooked poli- 
ticians been so completely eliminated.

$2,100 a bed. In the unfinished Cook county 
hospital the cost per bed is $4,600, and it 
would have been $5,800 had not President 
A. A. McCormick of the Cook county board 
put his foot down on as many wasteful ex- 


penditures of public money as he could after 


the Bartzen régime, which preceded him, 
bad awarded the contracts for the work. 
The Cook county hospital will open Sept. 
1 with a capacity of only 517 patients, and 
after having been under construction for 


three years. It will have cost the county over 
eee 9,000 by the time it is fully equipped.

The 
psychopathic hospital, in operation after 
only nine months, represents the new ideals 
in city government, which stand for honest 
and efficient service of the people. 


SCHULTZ: 

Schultz was®a neighvorhood idiot. He 
was known to be an idiot. He had been in 
an insane asylum. He was released, but 
not discharged from the asylum. He was 
thought to be harmless. He was known to 
be an idiot—say “ idiot as a comprehensive 
classification of persons of undeveloped, 
twisted, distorted, immature, or childlike 
mind not supposed to be maniacel or of 
violent temper. 

This weak mind went to pieces one day 
not long ago, and Schultz committed mur- 
der. There was nothing in Schultz to re- 
strain a fury if one sprang up in him. 
Schultz had no rational processes of 
thought. He reacted to impulse without 
‘thought, and when the impulse was one of 
fury the reaction was violence and the re- 
sult was murder, a cruel atrocious murder, 
one to cause society to cry out in horror. 

Schultz, the witless, the idiot, the man- 
whose fury had no restraints when it was 
aroused, was tried for murder and con- 
demned to die. For the protection of women 
in their homes, Schultz was to lose his life, 
to teach a lesson. Society allowed Schultz 
to run loose. Radicals might say that the 
kindly thing to have done with Schultz 
when he was found to be unfitted for life 
was to have deprived him of life, humanely 
and gently. Humans do not think that 
way. Life, in whatever crooked form it has 
its home, is sacred. 

So Schultz was not killed before he did 
what was within the daily possibility of his 
life, but he was ordered to be killed after 
he had done what probability or possibility 
would have pointed to as likely. 

Society let Schultz have the opportunity 
of killing. Now it may be an easy way of 
disposing of Schultz to hang him, but where 
is the moral responsibility? If society does 
not do away with or take care of its misfits, 
can it, without shame, punish them when 
responsibility can be fixed rather upon it 
than upon the offender? ä 

The verdict upon this idiot was more a 
verdict against the social organization than 
against a witless murderer. It was a reac- 
tion upon a murder rather than a just sep- 
tence against a murderer. It was emo- 
tional rather than rational. It is senti- 
mental to hang Schultz. Ordinarily it is 
sentimentality that enables men who ought. 
to be hanged to escape hanging. In this 
case sentimentality, revulsion from a hide- 


man, who has not a man's mental equip- 
ment. 

In a ruthlessly efficient society Schultz 
would go to the lethal chamber as an unfit. 
In an enraged society he might be hanged. 
In a society sensible of its own shortcom- 
ings he would be put out of the way of 
doing harm to himself or to others, but he 
would not be smothered as an unfit nor 
hanged as a murderer. He would be car- 
ried as a burden. 

What happens to Schultz may not be im- 
portant to us, but what we do to him is. 


VIGOROUS ACTION CALLED FOR, 

Tue TRIBUNE hopes that Mr. David R. 
Forgan’s forceful address on sound bank- 
ing before the Association of Commerce on 
Wednesday will bear fruit in a more ener- 
getic support of the campaign Tue TrIs- 
UNE has been engaged in against the evils 
of unsupervised banking. Owing to a small 
but organized selfish interest, the irrespon- 
sibility of our legislature and the failure of 
banking and business opinion to express 
itself vigorously, we have not yet won. The 
Lorimer-Munday scandal indicates how 
much more needs to be done to make our 
Illinois banking statutes rascal-proof and 
politics-proof, Mr. Forgan’s demand for a 
law prohibiting bank officials from using 
banked funds in their own outside projects 
is so well founded that it should go through 
without difficulty. But so should have su- 
pervision. It has not. 

What is wanted is a thorough revision 
of our state banking laws backed by a sup- 
port from the financial aud business com- 
munity so determined that it cannot be 
denied.

UNCLE SAM’S SEEDS. 
[From the Adrian, Mich., Telegram.] 
For many years your Uncle has been spend- 


ing huge sums of money for seeds, which 
have been dumped upon the public without 
method, reason, or sense, let alone economy. 
The seeds are fired at you whether you want 
them or not, whether you can use them or 


you want or whether you want any at all. 
It has been a standing joke for a generation, 
and a costly one. 

But now we are learning something new. 
It would not be quite so bad if your Uncle 
were spending all this money at home; that 
would at least make work for a lot of people 
and would encourage a very clean, whold- 
some, and bencficial industry. But Uncle 
Sam is not only wasting seeds by the ton. 
but he is buying them abroad. He buys for- 
ty-four tone of tiny flower and vegetable 
seeds at one whack from a single British 
concern. He also buys from another English 
firm, we learn, and from two in France and 
one in Holland, : 

And how about the American seedsman? 
Why, your Uncle Samuel not only falls to 
patronize him but he actually competes with 
him in the very worst possible way by buy- 
ing seeds abroad and giving them away to 
the American seedsman’s customers! 

It is bad enough to invade any industry by 
giving away its product; but if the govern- 
ment ig bound to do this the least it can do is 
to give Americans a chance to produce the 
goods that are given away. As to the man- 
ner in which the seeds are given away and 
the propriety of giving them away at all we 
have nothing further to say.

There is every reason to expect the 
country to be healthier than the city, yet I 
have before me health news from the New 
York state health department. I learn that 
the city baby death rate in that state ig 
102; the country rate is 118. 

Can it be possible that the city babies, 
many in alley tenements, stand. a better 
show for their lives than the country babies? 

Dr. Wood of Columbia tells us that 1 
per cent of city children show evidence of 
lung disease, as compared with 8.7 per cent 
of country children; Twenty-three and 
three-tenths per cent of city children are 
poorly nourished. Bad? Yes; but look at 
the rate among couptry children+31.2 per 
cent. 

Consider those nearsighted, spectacled 
children! They belong nowhere but in the 
city.. The figures show defective! vision in 
5.1 per cent of city children, against 21.8 per 
cent among country children. The poor 
lamps of the country are getting in their 
work, 


~~. 

Of course stoop shouldered children all 
belong in the city. Again you have guessed 
wrong. The percentage of spinal curva- 
ture in the city is .13; in the country 3.5 
per cent. 

Josephine Baker tells us that in New 
York City the percentage of children with 
bad sight has fallen from 13.1 in 1909 to 
8.5 in 1912; defective nose breathing, from 
18.7 to 8.9; enlarged tonsils, from 22 to 
11.3 per cent—a reduction of about. 50 per 
cent in four years, 

Toothbrush drill&, nose blowing drills, 
instruction in personal hygiene, dental 
clinics, medical inspection, and school nurs- 
ing have made good. Can any one point to 
an equal reduction in any rural district? 

One of our modern methods for judging 
conditions is the prevalence of flies. To- 
morrow’s article will deal with the reason.

J. H. C. writes: “ Kindly let us know 
what you would advise in the case of our 
girl, 4 years of age, who recently has awak- 
ened at night with marked symptoms of 
hysteria. For some minutes she would toss 
on the bed, striking at the air as well as 
beating her head. She seemed incapable 
of speech, although she talks excellently 
when fully awake, Her inability to recog- 
nize her mother at such stages is one of the 
distressing ‘eatures of the case. She is nat- 
urally of a highly sensitive dispdsition and, 
accordingly, her training has been along the 
lines of persuasion and suggestion. Her 
food at all times has been carefully chosen 
and it is within the last six months that she 
has been given meat at all. She never drinks 
tea or coffee or partakes of any condiments 
whatever. Both mentally and physically her 
development has been normal.“

not hysteria. Do everything to promote her phy- 
sical health. If she has adenoids, enlarged tonsils, 
or bad eyed, have them attended to.

1. Nosetiibed can easily become serious. There 
are many ways to stop the nose from bleeding. One 
is as follows. Grasp the soft part of the nose 
with the thumb and index finger so as to collapse 
the nostrils, pressing the soft parts against the 
septum. Lean forward. The nose will fill with 
blood and this will form a clot which plugs the air 
passage. Release the pressure slowly. The clots 
should not be disturbed for several hours.

GORDON SELFRIDGE, the Chi- 

cago proprietor of the great dry 

goods emporium in London which 

bears his name and which is con- 

ducted on American lines, is devel- 

oping into a sort of good providence to the 
British aristocracy in their hour of need. 

After having granted employment as sales- 
woman in hi®@mammoth store to a full fledged 
peeress of the realm in the person of Lady 
Auckland, he now has engaged as his private 
secretary Viscount de Vesci, who sits in the 
house of lords for life as a representative 
peer for the kingdom of Ireland. 

After disposing of the private and personal 
correspondence of his employer, Lord de 
Vescl will make his way down to Westmin- 
ster in order to cast his vote in determining 
the destinies of the vast British empire, and 
will also occasionally take part in judicially 
deciding great lawsuits which have been re- 
ferred to the house of lords as the highest 
tribunal of the realm. . 

It is to be hoped that the transatlantic 
business experience which he cannot fail to 
acquire through his association with the 
Chicago dry goods merchant may prove of 
advantage in the house of lords to the British 
nation. N 

Lord de Vesci bears the old English Chris- 
tian name of Yvo, his younger brothers being 
Osbert and Eustace, respectively, and claims 
to descend from the great baronial family of 
De Vescl, which flourished at Alnwick castle 
as owner of that grand old Northumberland 
stronghold long before it came into the pos- 
session of the house of Percy and of the 
dukes of Northumberland. i 

These pretentions, however, are rejected 
by all the leading genealogical experts of the 
United Kingdom and Ireland, who insist 
that there is nothing whatsoever to show any 
connection between the modern Lords de 
Vesci and the barons of that name who were 
summoned to parliament in 1264. 

The only authentic genealogy of Mr. Self- 
ridge’s private secretary begine with the 
venerable Thomas Vesey, who was arch- 
deacon of Armagh in 1655. His son was 
archbishop of Tuam and his grandson, as 
bishop of Ossory, was created a baronet. 

His son in turn was promoted to the peer- 
age of Ireland as Baron Knapton, while his 
son was still further advanced to a vis- 
county and created a good deal of ridicule by 
selecting as his title that of Lord de Vesci 
and by insisting upén his descent from the 
Lord de Vesci who figures among the signers 
of the Magna Charta.

Lord de Vesci, whose name should be pro- 
nounced Veezy, is a retired captain of the 
Irish guards, is married to a Miss Georgina 
Wellesley of the family of which the Duke 
of Wellington is the chief, has a country 
seat known as Abbey Leix in Queeng county, 
Ireland, and little money. | 
His predecessor in the De Vesci peerage, 
who was his uncle, left all that he could 
alienate from the title to his oniy daughter, 
It is because of the charges upon his en- 
tailed property in Ireland and owing to the 
agricultural depression, which is just as se- 
vere in Ireland as it is in England, that Lord 
de Vesci has been obliged to retire from 
the army and to consider himself lucky to 
have secured lucrative employment as the 
private secretary of the American dry goods 
merchant in London.

Emperor William never loses an oppor- 
tunity of honoring the memory of the Iron 
Chancellor.’ Of a generous and forgiving 
character, he has completely obliterated 
from his mind all remembrance of the cruel 
attacks upon himself by Prince von Bis- 
marck after the latter's loss of office. 

When the other day he learned that the 
Hamburg-American line had determined to 
give the name of Bismarck to its newest and 
finest ocean liner and had invited tess 
Hannah ‘von Bismarck, eldest daughter of 
the late Prince Herbert yon Bismarck and 
granddaughter of the old chancellor to per- 
form the christening, he at once intimated 
his intention of being present. 

He showed throughout the : 
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side, so as to avert the christening cere- 
mony’'s proving a failure. 

Afterward he invited the two girls to be 
guests of himself and the empress at Kiel 
during the entire regatta week, the festivi- 
tles of which have been so rudely interrupted 
by the assassination of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand of Austria.

The young countesses are 21 and 18 years 
of age, respectively, and are remarkably 
pretty girls, having inherited the good looks 
of their mother, who was Countess Marguer- 
ite Hoyos, and who is half English and half 
Austrian. 

Her mother was Miss Alice Whitehead, 
daughter of the inventor of the Whitehead 
torpedo, while her father was Count George 
Hoyos, a captain in the Austrian navy and 
managing director of the great Whitehead 
torpedo works at Fiume on the shores of the 
Adriatic. 

The young countesses are both older than 
their brother, Otho, third Prince von Bis- 
marck, head of his house and heir to the 
honors of the Iron Chancellor.“ 

The boy is 17 years of age, is receiving his 
education at the college of Ploen in Holstein, 
where all the sons of the kaiser have in turn 
received their schooling, and seems to be 
outgrowing the delicacy of his youth, which 
at one time threaténed his days and gave 
reason for fear that he would never reach 
manhood. 

These apprehensions were strengthened 
when at the inauguration of the Bismarck 
memorial in Bavaria some years ago the boy, 
who was the most prominent figure at the 
ceremony, fell in a dead faint while it was in 
progress, the result of overexcitement. 

He has two younger brothers, Gottfried 
and Albert, 13 and 11 years old, respectively, 
who each bear the title of count. One of 
them will receive on coming of age the estate 
of Rheinfeld in Pomerania, and the other 
that of Bockhorst in Holstein. 

The young prince himself will on attaining 
his majority receive the great estates of 
Freidrichsruhe in the duchy of Lauenburg 
and of Schoenhausen in the province of 
Magdeburg.

AUTOBUSES ON THE BOULEVARDS. 

Chicago, July 2.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The city’s fine boulevard system is quite in- 
accessible to the great majority of those who 
are taxed to construct and support it, to say 
nothing of the very much greater number 
who are not fortunate enough to possess 
sufficient property to be taxed at all. Their 
view of the boulevards is confined to what 
they may see in crossing, or the compara- 
tively short distance they may walk upon 
them before becoming tired. With present 
modes of conveyance they cannot travel 
upon them, for not being the owners of auto- 
mobiles and not having the means to pay 
$4 or $5 an hour for hire, they have only the 
alternative of walking or keeping oft. 

I have read the newspaper accounts of the 
recent refusal of the park boards to permit 
the boulevards to be used by auto buses 
and it occurred to me that If, as stated in 
the papers, it was contemplated to give a 
long ride upon the boulevards for a 10 cent 
fare this would be a great biessing to the 
vast number of people to whom tra vet along 
the boulevards is otherwise practically 
barred. Occasionally I have ridden upon 
the auto buses on Fifth avenue and River- 
side, New York, and have found the trip 
enjoyable and inexpensive as well. 

The main reason for the refusal of the 
board, as stated in the papers, is that through 
the stops made by the buses, automobile 
travel would be somewhat impeded. But 
what of it? They cover the ground full fast 
enough, faster infinitely than those who un- 
der present conditions cannot ride at all. 
Slight interruption will do no harm, and 
may add to the safety of traffic at the cor-

Niagara Falls, Ont., July 2—I[l Special. 
Previous to their departure from Niagara 
Falls today the South American diplomats, 
who devoted a few weeks toa fruitless search 
for a solution of the Mexican problem, gave 
out the text of the farewell note Which they 
addressed to the American and the Mexican 
delegates,

garding the work which they believe they 
have accomplished, and a renewal of the 
assurance that they will be willing at all 
times to hold themselves at the disposal of 
the delegates. 


Tell of Work to Be Done. 


The mediators, however, are the only ones 


| here who believe that the conference has 


been in any way successful and there are 
many who believe that even the South Amer- 
ican diplomats. themselves are not quite as 
contident as they would like to appear. The 
most striking feature cf the mediators’ note 
to the delegates is a sentence in which they 
summarize the work which has been accom- 
plished, 

All that remains to be done, the sentence

Prof. Hoxie is known as a professorial au- 
thority on union labor and is the author of 
many works on labor problems, phases of so- 
cialism, and practical economics. He has con- 
ducted research work among the craft unions 
of Chicago for many years. In a recent meet- 
ing the University of Chicago board of trustees 
voted without dissent to grant him a year’s 
leave of absence to take up the work under the 
department of labor.

IVE HUNDRED teachers from Germany 

are coming to America as a return compli- 

ment to an equal number of German- 

American rs who visited Germany 

two years This became known yes- 

terday through announcements made at the Na- 

tional German-American Teachers’ association, 
which met at the Hotel La Salle. 

The itinerary of the German teachers tour, 
which will take place next July, will include 
the cities of New York, Philadelphia, Washing- 
ton, Cincinnati, Chicago, Milwaukee, Buffalo, 
Niagara Falls, and Albany. 

It is considered probable that the next con- 


vention of the National German American 
Teachers’ association will be held in Milwaukee. 
— 


Steps were taken during the day towards the 
erection of a building and fer the larger devel- 
opment of the National German-American 
Teachers’ seminary at Milwaukee which is 
maintained by the association. 

„We expect that Milwaukee will become more 
famous for its German-American seminary than 
for its beer,” said Prof. Rudolph Tombo of 
Adelphi college, Brooklyn, N. Y., in urging the 
project. 

In an address on “Instruction in German- 
American History" Emil Kramer of Cincinnati 
said that proper credit was not given in the 
teaching of history to the achievements of Ger- 
mans. Among other recommendations he advo- 
cated the publishing of the life of Carl Schurz 
in story form for the instruction of children. 

Prof. A. C. von Noe of the University of Chi- 
cago urged an exclusive use of the German lan- 
guage in the teaching of German and German 
literature to pupils in the third and fourth 
year of the high school.

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Calls Babies Nation’s Chief Asset. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 2.—Dr. Anson Cam- 
eron of Chicago, chairman of the bureau of 
pedology of the American Institute of Homeop- 
athy, in opening the sessions of his bureau 
today outlined infant welfare work of the pres- 
ent time. He said the largest national asset is 
the sound young human unit. Each baby is a 
living factory of possibilties. The expense of 
saving 8,000 babies who needlessly die every 
year in New York City is no greater than the 
expense of burying them. A high tax rate dis- 
turbs most people a good deal more than does 
a high death rate, though both may be prevent- 
able. 

Poverty and ignorance are the fundamental 
principles of infant mortality.” he said. The 
medical profession cannot prevent the poverty. 
but it can cure the ignorance. Too little im- 
portance is given to the subject of infant rear- 
ing in our medical colleges. 

“The community is largely responsible for 
the ruthless slaughter of its babies, and the 
urgent need is to educate the public to a great- 
er interest.”

ELIEVING that there is too much fruit. 
vegetables, greens, and other garden 
products allowed to go to waste 
people do not know how to. preserve 
them, the educational department of the 
Illinois Federation of Women's clubs has se- 
cured the services of O. H. Benson of the na- 
tional department of agriculture to give a series 
of lectures and demonstrations at De Kalb, at 
the normal school, from July 13 to 15, and at 
Aurora East High school July 16 to 18. 

He will tell the clubwomen how they may 
teach others, particularly girls, to do the same 
things they learn in canning at this short term 
school, 

The women workers, who are to become girl 
lenders, selected by the various federated clubs 
of the state as delegates to this school will be 
given instruction as to the best way to preserve 
garden products without preservatives and to 
retain the original oils and flavor. 


— 

This educational work, which is furnished by 
the United States department of agriculture, 
through its 256 employés, is half paid for by 
the state, although Illinois has not adopted the 
service yet. The clubwomen of the state will 
try to have the work done here, and Mrs, Fred- 
erick A. Dow, president of the Illinois Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, will present the propo- 
sition for consideration at the close of the De 
Kalb program. 

The actual methods to be used in teaching 
girls how to can things, the methods of organi- 
zation, the follow up instructions, the field 
mpetings, the local leaderships, the programs, 
the prise awards, the standardization of club 
products, the grading, carting, and marketing of 
the product will be considered.

Harvard-Leander Race Feature. 

The Harvard-Leander race was featured 
by ite excitement and the exchange of lead- 
ership, but it was American muscle that as- 
serted itself at the finish. Harvard had 
enough energy left to cheer the beaten oars- 
men. When the victors returned to the dock 
a pretty American girl threw her arms about 
the neck of one of the winners. 

Leander took an early lead and for a long 
time was a quarter of a length to the good.

10% NW honde of the Irian, Decatur nad Western 
railroad, ard 44.722.000 honds of the Cincinnaftt, 
Indiana ard Western fallroad. The petition of 
the Bankers’ Trust company seeks the forectoaure 
of a muortence which is eetimated at 537.000 000. 

The Cincirrati. Hamilton and Dayton was 
thrown Ipto the hands of s receiver in 1905. fol- 
lowntg the takirg over of the property by the J. 
Pierpont Morgan company of New York. Judeon 
Harmon, who was appointed receiver at that 
time. continved in that cavacity wnti! 1908, when 
the property was sold to the Baltimore and ie 
Railroad company, the latter company guarntee- 
ing certain of the securities.

As vet the Texas railroad commieston has not in- 
formed thé rat'ways what action it will take in 
the matter of a new basis of freight rates in east 
Teras to comply with the order of the interstate 

commerce commission as uphe! d recently by the 
Supreme court in the Shreveport rate ease In 
order to meet the new situation the raſlroads can 
| either ralse the rartes from Dallas and Houston 

east. or they can reduce the interstate rates from 

Shreveport into Tetas. However, the rates from 
Shreveport west, which are two to three times 

higher than the competing. intrastate rates in 
Texas have been declared legitimate by the com- 
| mission. 

The railroads operating in Texas have sub: 
mitted to the Texas railroad commiséion a new 
tariff, increasing the rates ffom Dallas and 
Houston, the principal jobbing points in east 
Texas, only to points which now have lower rates 
‘from Shreveport, and these incr@ases are nearly 
up to the Shreveport rate in each instance. It 10 
planned that the new rates shall go into Street 
Aug. 1, provided they meet with the approval of 
the Texas railroad commission, which at the pres 
ent time is considered doubtful.

Rumors that the western roads Wil petition 
the interstate commerce commission for a 10 
cent inereage in freight rates and that the petition 

will be submitted within six weeks were denied 
yesterday by officials of the railroads concerned 
and by the Western Trunk Lines comiiittee, 
Frank G. Banieter, secretary of the committee, 
said: Their decision on the eastern roads’ re. 
quest must be handed down and thoroughly con- 
sidered before e western roads can take any 
de‘inite action.
